A nronoh officer 
was killed for ths sane reason and a 
Rnasian bandmaater was also killed and 
his bodv stripped. At latest aoconnts 
none or tho convicts had been rsoap- 
toisd. 

A oorreepondaot of the Jajpan Dailv 
Mail, writing ondar dale of flhanghai, 
Sept. 19, says: Details which have oeea 
rsoeived regarding the lohang riot throw 
a mors smotia aspect upon that ent- 
bifak tlisa was at first anticipated. It 
was thought the affair would turn out 
to bo the work of an ignorant mob, ex 
cited into violeace by the emissaries of 
Kalao-Hui as at other places on the 
Yangste, but we new know that the at- 
tack was del^.berataly planned and oar' 
riad out with great expedition by a few 
soldiers who were twder the command 
of a mandarin, whose spsdal duty was 
to proteet foreigners at Ichang. In this 
case it is certain that the officials to 
whom tha foisigners had to look for 
protectioa wwrs themselves among tha 
rioters aad either would uQt, «r pm 
tended iaab*lil7, to suppress the attack.

They are charged 
with having employed tha funds and in- 
fluence of the company for their private 
gain, and with having by means of 
qnestiouable dealings with rivals of the 
Adams Express company, pockcri"*! hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars drawn out 
of the treasury of ttie company of which 
they were the chief executive officers. 
The directors, after a foil Investigation 
of the affairs of the company, claim 
that its solvency ia in no way impalrad, 
de«pite its heavy losses. 

The directors have takm the moat vig- 
orous action in the intorewt of the stock- 
holders, aui^ are now preparing to make 
a public statement, which will disclose 
the actnal financial condition of the com- 
pany. It ia believed that no criminal 
charges will l>« punhed againat either 
Mr. Hoev or Mr. !Spo<iner, but that, aa 
they botL are men of enormous wealth, 
they will be sued in the civil courts for 
the recover}' of t!'» cniiiti»ny"B money, 
which, it is alleged, they fraudulently 
appN|>ftat(;d to their own use.
